BRITAIN’S INDUSTRIAL 
CAPACITY— 


Recently announced figures of 
United Kingdom trade contain en- 
couraging news. For the first sev- 
en months of the present year, iv 
spite of extraordinary demands at 
home, and the threat of enemy act- 
ion of the high seas, Greac. Britain 
not only maintained her position 
as a great exporter, but actualy 
increased by some 10,000,000 pounce 
sterling, the total of her manufact- 
ured goods shipped abroad during 
the January-July period, as comp. 
ared with the same period in 1939. 
Total exports for the seven months 
aggregated 225,000,000 pounds 
sterling. 

Naturally the character of the 
goods exports has changed from the 
pre-war years. Thexe is an almost 
inexhaustible domestic demand for 
machinery, ships and aircraft, 
Offsetting declines in exports of this 
nature have been increaees in the 
shipment of pottery, electrical goods 
chemicals and dyestuffs, and manu- 
factured textiles. 

With the greater part of the 
European market closed t o her, 
Britain was obliged to find other 
fields for the placing of her export- 
able surplus, so larger quantities of 
British manufactures are now being 
sold in Canada, the United States 
and Latin America, Canada’s im- 
ports from the Motherland for the 
eight months ended with August, 
1940, show a total value of $105,- 
000,000, or thirty-six percent more 
than in the same period in 1939. 
The prineipal increases include: 
Pottery, up $1,000,000; electrical 
apparatus, up $500,000; chemicals, 
up $500,000, and textiles up $13,- 
000,000, Textiles accounted for 
forty percent of the total British 
imports during the eight-month 
period, compared with thirty-six 
percent in 1939, 

When it is considered that every 
factory in t he United Kingdom 
which can do so is busy turning 
out military supplies, the remark- 


able increase in the volume of the 
nation’s exports is undeniable evid- 
ence of Britain’s great industrial 
etrength, as well as of ber continu- 
ed command of the oceans’ chann- 


els of commerce,

Alberta motor license plates for 
the 194142 license year will be 
white numerals on a black back- 
ground, according to information 
which has been received by the 
Alberta Motor Association from 
the provincial seeretary's depart- 
ment. This color combination is 
expected to be quite attractive aud 
bas not been used in this proyince 
for some years, 

The new license year willupen 
on April ], next, though it is quite 
likely that car owners will be able 
to obtain new plates a short time 
in advance of the opening date of 
the new season 

On January 1 there will be fur. 
ther reductions in car license fees, 
For the last three months of the 
present license year, which will be 
from January 1, to March 31, 
plates will be issued upon payment 
of 25 per cent of the annual fee. 

Rebates also will be allowed 
ayain this year on plates which are 
returned to the department. Plates 
must be turned ia by Jan, 10, next, 
upon which the province will rebate 
20 per cent of the annual license fee.

Legless Hero Who 


Leads Canadian Fliers 
Can Turn Backward Somersaults 


A romance of British industry 
lies behind the award of the D.S.0, 
to the famous legless pilot of the 
R.A.F., Acting Squadron-Leader 
D.RS Ader, at present Acting 
Squadron Leader toa Squadron 
from Canada. 

After an accident in 1931, when 
he lost both legs, Squadron-leader 
Bader was fitted with artificial 
limbs by one of the Desoutter 
brothers who have given Britain 
the world lead in makiny artificial 
limbs. 

When Mr. Marcel Desoutter 
lost a leg in an aeroplane accident 
in 1912 his brother Charles, an 
aeronautical engineer, set to work 
and produced the first light metal 
limb made of what was then the 
new duralumin alloy and weighing 
4 to 5 pounds instead of the usual 
7 to 10 Ihs, A year later Mr. Mar- 
cel Desoutter resumed flying, and 
since that time no fewer than one 
hundred thousand limbs have been 
supplied by the Desoutter brothers 
to the British Ministry of Pensions 
and to private patients all over 
the world, Ball-bearing mechanism 
enables the users to cycle, play 
tennis or golf, ride on horsebaek, 
drive acar and even to ski. An 
astonishing feat of design is the 
artificial ankle which combines the 
joint and spring action of the foot 
in one neat mechanical unit,
